L a d Saturday, a little after the 
noon hour a negro m ar, an Inmate bf 
the county farm, made a murderous 
assault upon W alter Cosby, a white 
man about 19 years of age, and who 
had boen on the farm for some time, 
and before assistance could be given 
the man the negro had literally beat­ 
en him to death with an iron bar 
about three feet in length. 
As soon 
as the report of the killing reached 
town a Messenger representative in 
company with Judge Allison went 
down to the scene of the trouble and 
what we saw was a most grewsome 
sight. The murdered man had been 
removed from the ground where he 
had fallen when struck by the negro, 
and placed in the house. 
His head 
was split open in the top and the 
brains were oozing from the wound, 
another terrible blow was delivered 
in the back cf the head, and another 
on the right side, almost 
tearing 
away the ear. 
Death must have l>een 
instantaneous, and immediately fol­ 
lowing the last lick the negro ran in­ 
to the cane field, where he was found 
shortly after the officers arrived. 
Dr. Reeves was on the scene whsn 
the Messenger representative and the 
officers arrived. The doctor stated 
that any one of the blows would have 
produced death, and he further stated 
that this was one of the bloodiest and 
most brutal affairs he had ever wit­ 
nessed. 
When the officers, led by 
M anager Workmen of the farm ,found 
the negro in the cane field, he was the 
most unconcerned person .there. 
He, 
when commanded to accompany the 
officers back to the house, said he 
wanted “ to pick peas, as it was pea 
tim e.” He was brought back to the 
house and questioned regarding the 
terrible crime he had committed, but 
he denied having hit Cosby and said 
that he did not know where the iron 
bar was. 
M anager W orkman went 
with him to the field and searched dil­ 
igently for the weapon but it could 
not be found. The negro was then 
placed in a cell, 
and 
afterwards 
brought to town and put in jail. Mr. 
Cosby’s body was prepared for burial 
and relatives came for it Sunday 
m orning. 
It seems from what we can gather 
of this sad affair, that the negro has 
been on the couty farm for some time, 
having been sent there as a pauper 


w i t h a feeble mind. 
He appeared to 
be simple, but worked very well when 
compelled to do so. 
Upon more than 
one occasion, it is stated he would 
become unruly and Mr. Cosby, who 
was an overseer, would be compelled 
to use strong measures with him. 
One day recently the negro became 
mad and threatened to strike M anag­ 
er W orkman with a piece of rail. 
N o one on the farm thought the negro 
was such a dangerous character; he 
was watched and when caught acting 
unruly he would become very meek 
and perform his work very well. 
It 
appears that the negro must have had 
a grudge against Mr. Cosby, and 
took advantage of the first opportu­ 
nity to vent his revenge. 
One o f the inmates of the farm 
stated to the County Judge in the 
presence of the officers that he was 
sitting on the porch, 
having just 
finished his dinner, when he saw the 
negro come around the house with an 
iron bar in his hand. Cosby was 
standing about ten 
feet from "the 
porch to the right from where the 
man was sitting. The negro rushed 
upon Crosby and struck him in the 
head aud as he was falling, three 
more blows were struck. 
“ Ike.” the 
man making this statement, said Mr. 
Cosby was undoubdtely rendered un­ 
conscious by the first lick struck by 
the negro, as the victim hardly made 
a struggle, 
but 
fell limp to the 
ground. Taking the Iron bar£w ith

HOW TO GROW LAVENDER. 


Tho ‘‘Start is Difficult, but After That It 
Flower* In Profusion. 
Lavender is hardy wh*m it !<* one* 
firmly established, but It is not the 
easiest perennial to start in this coun­ 
try. 
-Vt first I bought nursery stork, 
but out of two dozen plants, which I 
got from four different sources during 
two fears, only one lived, and that was 
always a semi-invalid, so I resorted to 
.he slower method o ' sowing seed. 
In March a shallow box was tilled 
with potting mold, thoroughly soaked 
with wafer, then covered with about 
one-fourth cif an Inch of aoli* patted 
iowa firmly, th4* box covered with 
glass an i placed lit a crest window, 
As soon as seedlings appeared the 
gle.ss was rextiv *d, but they 
were 
shaded fro,n site a. ref t mm and lightly 
sprinkled every inurn ins 
When two incites high they were 
transplanted to a deeper t>ei and set 
two inches apart. 
A Int:;* two month* 
later they wore ira: spl luted to a part­ 
ly shaded seed bed in Git* gard?u. and 
the last two leave* ware nipped off 
each plant to insure a bushy growth. 
Cultivation w a s must a tit nil through 
the summer until August, whoa they 
were again transplanted, this time into 
a bed which was to be their permanent 
hom e-a 
border 
portly 
shaded 
by 
shrubs. 
It happened to be a very dry 
summer, so they were sprinkled every 
evening. 
When cool weather set In. leaves 
were scattered between the plants, and 
the quantity increased as the weather 
became more severe. 
In the spring 
the mulch was removed and a little 
bonemeal 
raked 
into 
the 
ground 
around the plants. 
The ground must 
be covered every winter, and It is well 
to have a dressing of well rotted cow 
manure dug into the bed during the 
early fail. 
In June or July we always have 
huge quantities of flowers. 
We have 
never marketed any of them. but they 
have formed the basis of many Christ­ 
mas 
and 
birthday 
presents 
Ten 
pounds of lavender flowers and one 
pound each of musk, thyme, rosemary 
and mint leaves, all dried and mixed 
with one ounce of ground cloves. Is an
